CIRCUIT COURT DOCKET 
NOW HAS 26,000 SUITS: 


3893 New Ones Filed for Octo- 
ber Term, Setiing New 
Reeord. 


More suits were filed for the Oc- 
tober term of Circuit Court than 
for any previous term, according 
to Circuit Clerk John Schmoll, The 
term opens Oct. 1 and yesterday 
was the tast day in which suits 
could be filed tor 1. Up to noon, 
when the Clerk's office closed, 
3893 suits had been filed, the filing 
period extgnding {trom May. 29. 
More than 200 suits were entéred 
yesterday and 360 the day before. 
Consequently the Clerk’s office and 
that of Sheritf Strod.man were 
kept busy getting out petitions 
most of them damage actions. 

Figures compiled by Schmoll 
shew that 988 more suits were filed 
this year for the October term than 
were docketed for the correspond- 
ing term last year, and 614 more 
than for the same term four years 
ago, which up~to now Had the 
highest record of any term. This 
in face of the fact that it Wae 
thought the workmen's compensa- 
tion act, which has been in opera 
tion about two years, would reduce 
the number of suits, since indus- 
trial accident eases are heard by 
the compensation commission. 

Most of the suits are divorce and 
damage actions. Schmoll explained 
that increasing automobile accident 
cases probably had absorbed the 
loss in court litigation caused by 
the absence of industrial sults. 

S-hmoll said that, with the num- 
ber of suits just added, more than 
26.000 cases ure pending. He ex- 
plained, however, that many of the 
cases should not be classed as “‘live 
cases,” some having been on the 
docket for yeafts without any effort 
made by interested parties to bring 
them to trial. Nevertheless, he 
added, the situation is such as to 
cause a crowded condition of the 
dockets and may result in litigants 
with meritorious claims, filed in 
good faith, being denied their day 
in eourt. It is Schmoll’s opinion 
that many such suits are brought 
with no intention of having a trial 
of the cause, but simply for the 
purpose of harassing defendants 
into a cheap settlement, 

As a method of checking useless 
litigation. Schmoll) said that a 
statute forcing lawyers who bring 
groundless actions to pay court 
costs and resultant damages might 
be invoked. So far, he said no 
court or clerk had taken advan- 
tage of this statute, and thousands 


of dollars in unpaid court costs 
stand on the books of the Clerk 
and Sheriff as a result of such

MINEOLA SPLEDWAY 
CRASHES INJURE 11 


Ten Hurt When Racer Plunges 
Into Spectators—Another 
Car Overturns on Curve.

MINEOLA, N. Y., Sept. 21-— 
Eleven persons were injured, three 
of them seriously, in two accidents, 


which occurred within a few min- 
utes of each other, during the 
speedway races at Mineola Fair- 
grounds this afternoon. 

Ten were hurt when a speeding 
car plunged over the fence into a 
group of spectators. The other, | 
James Gleason, 30 years old, race 
driver, of Philadelphia, overturned 
his car on a sharp curve a short 
time before the second crash. 

Most of the spectators who were 
in the path of the detracked car 
suffered mainly from shock, cuts 
and bruises. Jack Mason, 13, of 
East Rockaway, N. Y., and Mrs. 
Josephine Ring, 30, of Mineola, 
were the most seriously hurt. 

Gleason suffered a fractured 
skull, a broken jaw, and all of his 
teeth were knocked out. His con- 
dition is serious. 

George Condon, driver of the 
ear which hurtled off the track 
into the crowd of spectators, was 
uninjured. His machine collided 
with one in front of him, breaking 
the steering mechanism so that 
he lost control of the car. 

Gleason’s car was forced off the 
track in the third speed event of 
the afternoon by a racer driven by 
Billy Arnold of Indianapolis. The 
accident occurred on a curve where 
several drivers have been killed in 
past races, 

Gleason’s automobile, owned by 
Mrs. Maude Yagel of Philadelphia, 
was the one in which Ray Keech 
was fatally injured at the Altoona 
(Pa.) specdway recently. The car 
had been entered; in the name of 
Bob Robinson of Daytona Beach, 
Ila., but Gleason took the whee! 
just before the event started. Mrs. 
Yazgel, when she learned of the ac- 
cident, collapsed, and was taken 
to the hospital suffering from 
shock.

BRITAIN DROPS 
PROPOSAL FOR 
ARMY REDUCTION 


France Gains Point That 
Geneva Assembly Should 
Not Agitate Question at 
Present. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. 21.—After three 
days of hot debate which stirred 
the Assembly of the League of 
Nations, Great Britain and France 
today adopted a conciliatory man- 
ner in their dispute over the scope 
of the movement for general dis- 
armament. These two Powers ac- 
cepted a compromise which will 
leave the merits of their conflict- 
ing positions on the limitation of 
military forces to be determined 
later. 

The settlement leaves England 
free to reopen the question of re- 
stricting the material and person- 
nel for land warfare. Lord Cecil, 
spokesman for the Empire, had 
said this restriction was essential 
to the ultimate success of the dis- 
armament movement, 

France, by the terms of the 
compromise offered by Politis of 
Greece, gained her points that the 
Assembly should not at this stage 
of the naval discussions agitate the 
question of general disarmament, 
nor give fresh instructions to the 
Preparatory Disarmament Com- 
mittee. 

Lord Cecil withdrew the British 
proposal, for which in any case a 
majority in the Disarmament Com- 
mittee was doubtful. He an- 
nounced, however, that his Gov- 
ernment at every opportunity 
would urge the limitation of land 
forces by general conferences, 

Dispute Over Reparations Bank. 

Norway's proposal at the open- 
ing of the present Assembly ses- 
sion for establishing an intimate 
connection between the proposed 
International Reparations Bank 
and the League of Nations, met 
formidable opposition in the com- 
mittee on Technical Organizations. 

Allied with Norway in this move. 
ment were the delegates of Den- 
mark, Poland and Austria, who 
argued that the purpose of the 
League in the economic field was 
identical with the purpose of the 
bank and that all countries had a 
deep interest in the bank’s. pro- 
gram, as well as those that receive 
reparations. 

But France, Great Britain and 
Belgium, the countries chiefly con- 
cerned with reparations, and Japan 
declared themselves against the 


‘Norwegian scheme. 


Louis Loucheur, French Cabinet 
Minister and spokesman for the 
group on this question, disclosed 
the fact that he had the United 
States in mind. He warned dele- 
gates that by inopportune inter- 
vention they might frighten away 
those who had decided to support 
the creation of the bank “includ- 
ing a great country not represented 
here which is deeply interested.” 

Final action by the cammittee 
was delayed until Monday, 

Adjournment Likely Wednesday.

In a circular letter sent to all 
Prohibition Administrators the 
Commissioner told them to notify 
manufacturers of wine tonics tha 
after Oct. 15 their products must 
contain not less than 30 per cent 
of solids, irrespective of the medi- 
cation already contained in the 
tonics, -The addition, the Commis- 
sioner expects will make the tonics 
unpalatable as a beverage probably 
yy adding sugar or glycerine.

$143,000 Lobby Fund. 

As predicted, the hearing already 
has begun to cover more ground 
than the activity of Shearer at 
Geneva.

There was nothing he would 
rather see than an igreement on 
arms reduction. He said that both 
as the head of the steel corpora- 
tion and as an American citizen. 

The outbreak of the World War 
had. found the Bethlehem Co. a 
great self-contained ordnance 
works, and through it he had been 
glad to serve his country in the 
war.

He didn’t hear that Shearer had 
been employed to go to Geneva for 
his and other ship-building com- 
panies until about two years ago. 
The first intimation came from 
Grace, who had been approached 
by a newspaper man with a rumor 
about Shearer’s employment. Both 
h~ (Schwab) and Grace had con- 
sidei:d the rumor untrue. Schwab 
gave no further thought to it at 
the time. He had never “dreamed” 
that such a thing could happen. 

“Yes I was interested in the 
outcome of the Geneva  confer- 
ence,” he continued, in reply to a 
question. “I wanted peace to come 
to this great country of ours and 
to the world. I was interested in 
the prosperity of this great country 
aS an industrial country under 
peaceful conditions. I was inter- 
ested in securing some method by 
which we would be assured of 
peace in the years to come.” 

To another question he replied 
that he had held the “sincere 
hope” that the conference would 
not prove abortive. 

Later he learned that Shearer 
had been employed, and he was 
very much surprised to hear it. He 
knew nothing of any money spent 
by the Bethlehem Corporation for 
propaganda work in Washington. 

He wanted Senator Robinson, 
who was conducting the examina- 
tion at the time, to be assured that 
this was true, however strange it 
might seem. ‘xe explained that 
matters of much greater impor- 
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tance would not be brought to his 
attention. He left nearly every- 
thing to his “boys.” 

It was the policy of the Bethle- 
hem Corporation, continued 
Schwab, not to take part in any 
political propaganda in military and 
naval affairs, but to run the com- 
pany as a business concern on its 
merits, ‘ 
Calls Hiring Shearer “Unwise.” ° 
He regarded the employment of 
Shearer as “very unwise.” He 
understood that Wakeman was re- 
sponsible for it. Wakeman was 
“newly on the job,” and he did not 
wish to criticise him. But if his 
advice had been asked, he would 
have given a negative view. 
Robinson asked him how old he 
was. He joked about having to tell 
his age in the precence of ladies, 
and said he was 67.

Norman Tanner to Be Re- 
turned From Springfield, 
Mo., Jail to Face Femme 


Osage Murder Charge. 


Both of the itinerant woodcut- 
ters charged with the murder of 
Miss Pauline Duebbert on her 
farm near Femme Osage are in 
custody and will be in the St. 
Charles County jail by nightfall, 
exactly a month from the night on 
which Miss Duebbert was shot and 
her cousin, August Meyer, serious- 
ly. wounded. 

David A. Miller, 44 years old, 
arrived yesterday from Buffalo, 
Mo., where he was arrested Friday 
morning, and today Sheriff Grothe 
will go to Springfield, Mo., for 
Norman Tanner, 21, who was 
taken to jail there following his 
arrest at Pilcher, Ok., late I'riday 
night. Miller and Tanner had 
worked for several days in the 

lead mines at Pilcher. 
Denies Part in Crime. 

Miller, who talks freely of his 
movements from two days after 
the shooting until the time of his 
arrest refuses to discuss his activ- 
ities on the dny of the killing and 
denies any connection with the 
crime, Prosecuting Attorney Bloe- 
baum says. When the flashlight 
found near the Duebbert farm was 
shown him Miller admitted having 
purchased one similar to it, Bloe- 
baum said. 

The men were connected with 
the crime partially through a mes- 
sage sent by Miller to his wife at 
Crocker, Mo., through a relative 
who disclosed, it was stated, that 
he had discussed the possibility of 
robbing the Duebbert farm in sev- 
eral quarters several weeks prior 
to the shooting. However, the 
Duebbert house was not robbei. 

Miller’s $1300 All Gone. 

Bloebaum indicated that the 
State will endeavor to prove that a 
plan existed to overpower Miss 
Duebbert and her cousin as well 
as to establish that the coveralls, 
revolvers, handkerchiefs, and other | 
articles found on the wooded ridge 
overlooking the farm were discard- 
ed by the prisoners. 

The men will be tried during 
the forthcoming term of Circuit 
Court which convenes at. St. 
Charles Oct, 28 with Judge Wol- 
folk presiding. 

Although Miller admited having 
$1300 a few days after the shoot- 
ing, Bloebaum: said, he had only 
three dollars when arrested by 
Sheriff Hyde, of Dallas County, 
and explained that he had lost the 
money playing poker besides pay- 
ing Tanner's traveling expenses to 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Dayton 
and other cities which they had 
visited before going to work in a 
mine at Pilcher, 

$1300 Check Charge. 

The sum of $1300 figures in an- 
other charge against Miller brought 
by the Missouri Bankers’ Associa- 


‘tion at the instigation of Chester 


A. Hurt of Crocker, a lumber buy- 
er, who dismissed Mijler from his 
employ afew days before the 
shooting and instructed banks with 
which he did business not to honor 
checks signed with his name, ‘ by 
David A. Miller.’”” Miller had pre- 
viously been authorized to. sign 
checks in this manner. 

Several checks bearing such a 
signataure, totaling $1300, were 
cashed by Miller after his dismiss- 
al from Crocker's employ. The 
Bankers‘ Association posted a re- 
ward of $100 for his arrest on a 


charge of embezzlement and Hurt 


offered a similar reward. It was 
partially due to the efforts of Hurt 
to locate Miller that the Sheriff's 
office obtained evidence which 
caused it to connect him with the 
shooting. 

In addition to the $200 offered 
for Miller’s arrest on the embezzle- 
ment charge, the County Court of 
St. Charles offered a reward of 

250 for his capture for murder of 
Miss Duebbert. The court offered 
a similar sum for the arrest of 
Tanner and Gov. Caulfield posted 
a reward of $100 for the arrest and 
conviction of either one. So that 
rewards for the two men total 
$900. 

All of the rewards, except for 
those concerning the bad checks, 
are contingent upon conviction.

TWOPSTREET CARS HIT 
FIRE TRUCK; TWO HURT

A street car passenger and a 
fireman were injured internally

“Under the stimulus of expand- 
ing brokers’ loans the stock market 
is maintaining its position at the 
highest level in its history if we 
may judge the performance by the 
accepted stock indices. Actually, 
of course, the market is not going 
up so fast as the averages indicate, 
but has become a highly selective 
affair, profitable to those discrim- 
inating’ in their choice but costly 
indeed to those who early in the 
year bought stock at random. More 
stocks have gone down since the 
beginning of the year than up. The 
illusion of a sweeping bullish 1929 
market created by the average is 
explained by 4 concentration of a 
buying in the quality stocks figur- 
ing in these computations. This 

tendency toward a selective charac- 
ter is increasing. What it means is 
that some very shrewd pickers still 
are making huge sums in the mar- 
ket. but those less nimble are not 
faring so well. How much more 
corrective adjustment is necessary 
to put the market in a vulnerable 
position is a nice question. The fact 
is that vastly more has been done

Giants’ Famous Hurler,

NEW YORK, Sept. 
Joe McGinnity, who is battling for 
life in Brooklyn Hospital, was a 
young fellow playing on the black 
dirt prairies of Illinois, he became 
greatly discouraged about his abil- 
ity.

Anyway, Joe vhile pitching 
semi-professional ball on Satur- 
days and polishing glasses and ma- 
hogany the rest of the time, had 
plenty of time to exercise his 
brain. He reasoned it out that 
what basebull in general and he 
in particular needed was a new 
style of pitching delivery. The fa- 
mous pitchers of the day, like Ru- 
sie, Keefe and Meekin depended 
on their speed. But the sliow-ball 
pitchers were rare—McMahon was 
one—and the underhanJd delivery 
was Virtually unknown. 

McGinnity worked over a slow, 
underhand delivery that was, in 
the phrase of the Mauve Decade, 
a lallapaloosa. In fact. it was 
quite good. It was the birth of 
“Old Sal.” Joe became so confi- 
dent of it that he decided to try 
baseball once more—h&ving prob- 
ably tired of the saldon business. 

He signed with Peoria in the 
Western Association, a rough and 
tumble team of such unpolished 
diamonds as Jimmy Williams, la- 
ter the portly second baseman for 


‘Clarke Griffith's Highlanders, and 


Jimmy Burke, later a fine third 
baseman in St. Louis and else- 
where. And the leader of the ju- 
venile ns who sat back of first 
base was young Harry Frazee, la- 
ter president of th. Boston Red 
Sox and theatrical man, who died 
recently. 

“He had a long. sweeping un- 
derhand delivery and a biazing fast

ball when he cut it loose,”’ Frazee 
once said, commenting on Joe's 
Peoria days. ¥ 
Twenty-One Inning Feat. 

The high point of that summer 
came in June when Joe faced the 
St. Joseph Club and won in 21 in- 
nings. The feat made Joe the 
most talked of man in Peoria. He 
attributed his success to his new 
delivery. 

In its best form Joe held the 
ball as if he were pitching an out 
curve, but instead of bringing his 
arm down from the top or from 
the side. McGinnity hurled it with 
a deep underhand motion, with 
his fingers almost touching the 
ground. 

He aimed the ball to pass just 
below the battér’s shoulders, s0 
that the sphere leaving near the 


| ground went upward five feet in 


‘its course to the plate. With a 
twist of the wrist that was the se- 
cret many otherc tried to learn 
/}McGinnity managed to get some- 
thing resembling an up-curve that 
caused most batters to swing un- 
der the bail. With that peculiar 
delivery Joe combined control gnd 
an easy style that meant so much 
to keeping him in baseball uni- 
form until he was in his middle 
fifties. 

A scout for the Brooklyn Na- 
tional League team, Pinckney saw 
Joe pitch that 21 inning game. He 
wired to Charley Ebbets, who gave 
the telegram to McGraw of the 
Baltimore Orioles, and in the fol- 
lowing year, 1899. Joe took up his 
basebalit residence with some of 
the greatest players that ever lived. 
In his first year in the major 
leagues he won 28 games and lost 
17. 

Tne following year he went to 
Brooklyn and with the Superbas, 
as the Flatbush team was then 
called, pitched and won five games 
in six days—a feat that won him 
the nickname of the “Iron Man,” 
an allusion both to his baseball 
strength and to the fact that he 
had once worked in an iron foun- 
dry. 

Iron Man Won 30 Games. 

Brooklyn won the pennant that 
year and McGinnity with ais rec- 


ord of 30 games won and nine /ost 
received the greater share of the 
credit. 

In a post-season series with the 
Pittsburg team, whose supporters 
were dissatisfied wiht the National 
League race, Brooklyn won again 
and a silver punchbowl, offered by 
a Pittsburg newspaper to the vic- 
tors, was given to McGinnity alone 
by his teammates as an emblem of 
their appreciation.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

With the capacity of the Panama Canal limited to 
some 30,000,000 tons annually and traffic through it 
rising to 29,000,000 tons in 1928, the United States 
Government is turning its serious attention to the 
Nicaragua Canal 

The Nicaragua Canal presents a two-fold objective: 
1. It will relieve the traffic congestion in the Pan- 
ama Canal. 2. It will shorten the sail between the 
American coasts. This latter objective is the argu- 
ment for the canal as against spending approximately 
the same amount of money to enlarge the Panama Ca- 
nal. Time is money on the sea, and from New York 
to San Francisco via Nicaragua would be 18 hours

HERE have been five critical affairs of 
policy over which Great Britain has 
been, as it were, color-blind to the posi- 
tion in North America.

With President Hoover at the White 
House, there has come to us a sixth oppor- 
tunity.

In agree- 
ing to parity we give away nothing. 

Suppose there were war. What reai dif- 
ference would it make if Britain had smal} 
cruisers and the United States had large 
cruisers? Indeed, if Britain had the large 
cruisers and the United States had the smal] 
it would make as little difference. For the 
only factor of importance would be whether 
Great Britain and the United States were 
mutually allied, enemy or neutral. 

So with biockade. If there were war, let 
ps say, between Portugal and Latvia, and 
we supported our ancient ally, does anyone 
imagine that we could again prevent Amer- 
ican cargoes reaching both combatants? In 
future we would have to deal not only with 
merchantmen, but with a convoy provided 
by the United States Navy. 

What does this mean? It means that the 
right of blockade, like the cruisers, is no 
longer relevant. The only question would 
be, once more. whether the United States 
were allied, enemy or neutral.

As to Public Debts, 

Now let ua consider the Inter- 
ior and Exterior Public Debt. 

During the last month of his 
administration, the Government of 
General Calles began conference 
with the International Committee 
of Bankers for the purpose of ar- 
riving at an agreement with re- 
spect to the exterior debt. These 
conferences have continued dur- 
ing the term of the provisional 
government and possibly before 
we finish the present year, we will 
have reached a settlement. 

With regard to the claims for 
damages caused by the revolution, 
these seems a possibility that 
eventually they will be settled “‘en 
' bloc” in a manner which will be 
|aeceptable to foreign  govern- 
ments. 

It appears equally likely that 
the Adjusting Committee for the 
Interior Public Debt will be able 
to complete a general plan by 
which the Mexican Government 
can pay this obligation. 

It should he worth noting that 
in the new meetings which the 
Federal Government has had with 
the Bankers’ Committee, there 
have been two principles taken 
into account. The first, a basis 
of capacity to pay has been uni- 
versally accepted; second, it has 
been decided to take into consid- 
eration all obligations against 
the Government so that we may 
study the rights of our creditors 
with absolute equity.

Effort Develops Blooms Which Even 
Experts Call Dahlias. 


After Seven Years of 


A flower so closely resembling 4, 
dahlia that even horticultural ea— 
perts have been deceived has been 
originated by Dr. William C. Wil- 
son, osteopath aid amateur horti- 
culturist, of St. Charles. 

Seven years of experimentation 
in crossing the Burbank red sun- 
flower with the double yellow sun- 
flower (Helianthus Californicus) 
were necessary before the new 
blossom wa: developed. It is a 
deep, full, double blossom, of dis- 
tinctive shape but retaining the 
color of the father plant, Most 
of them are a black-red or burnt 
amber although all shades of red 
are represented. 

So far as Dr. Wilson, who is 4 
member of the St. Louis Horticul- 
tural Society, has been able to 
learn the flower is an entirely orig- 
inal development, the only one of 
its kind in the world. Horticul- 
turists who ‘ave seen the blossom 
and others who have had it de- 
ecribed to them have pronounced 
it unique. 

The rays are from three-fourths 
te one-half an inch long. Petals 
are about the same length. Stems 
are long and slender. So hardy is 
the new plant that it will live in 
water for more than a week. 


Many Hybrids Produced. 


Many hybrids are necessarily 
produced ‘n cultivating the new 
helianthus family. They, too, are 
beautiful growing in a wide range 
of shapes and sizes. Their colors 
run from a black red through reds, 
browns and orange to a deep 
yellow, representing a chrysanthe- 
mum. Some have red petals and 
yellow rays, others red rays and 
yellow petals. 

Dr. Wilson has long been an ad- 
mirer of Luther Burbank. He in- 
troduced in his garden several 
flowers which were not common to 
the community, most of them Bur- 
bank plans from the experimental 
farm in Santa Rosa, Cal. 


But in 1920 he conceived the 
idea of crossisng the flowers which 
have finally resulted in the distinc- 
tive new helianthus family. Dr 
Wilson took a single red sunflower, 
a Burbank plant, extracted the 
pollen and dusted it into the double 
yellow sunflower, the Helianthus 
Californicus. 

The result was, as he had antici- 
pated, a collection of hybrids which 
indicated, however, success in mix- 
ing. Most of them had red petals 
and yellow rays and were of the 
general form of the mother plant. 

Careful culling resulted finally in 
obtaining seeds of such quality that 

- in 1928, five or six perfect blooms 

of distinctive type were obtained 

*fout of more than 100 plants. The 

remainder, mostly hybrids, not be- 

ing used for seed, were discarded. 
Many Perfect Blooms.

Checking on Heaviside Layer. 

It has been pretty well proved 
that short waves attain their re- 
markable distances by successive 
refractions or reflections high 


above the earth owing to a more 


or less permanent but shifting rel- 
atively dense layer of electrons 
called the Kennelly-Heaviside lay- 
er. Due to the ionizing action of 
the insulation on the rarified up- 
per atmosphere an alternate drift 
upward after sunset, strong effect 
of the earth’s magnetic filed and 
other influences, the height and 
relative density of this layer plays 
the vital part in the travel of short 
waves, and study of it is of great 
importance to the radio engineer. 
As it also indicates the physical 
conditions of the uppermost at- 
mosphere and some effects of solar 
radiation and magnetism, it is of 
equal interest to the physicist, and 
as a matter of fact knowledge of it 
will throw important light on sev- 
eral problems of science. In recent 
years experimental determinations 
of the height of the Heaviside layer 
have been made in several places, 
but the state in the polar regions 
has been very uncertain. 


An important part of our re- 
search here is to determine its con- 
dition and variation with time of 
day and season. This is done by 
sending out very brief spaced im.- 
pulses from our radio transmitter 
and recording the resultant re- 
ceived signals five or 10 miles out 
on the barrier with an instrument 
known as a portable oscillograph, 
This converts the telephone cur- 
rent of a radio receiver to tilting 
motions of a tiny mirror which re- 
flects a spot of light to form a 
curved wave On a rapidly rotating 
photographic film. For each peak 
sent out several may register on 
the film in rapid succession, the 
first one being the direct or ground 
wave, having traveled only a few 
miles, and any others being caused 
by the same impulse reflected from 
the Meaviside layer or other points, 
and arriving a small fraction of a 
second late by virtue of their long- 
er paths. 


Measuring Reflecting Surfaces. 
By measuring the time intervals 
from the distance between succes- 


sive peaks on the oscillograph, the 
distance of reflecting surface can 
therefore be measured with fair 
accuracy, for the speed of radio 
Wave travel is constant at approxi- 
mately 186,000 miles a second, or 
the same as the speed of light. 
Thus a time lag of one-thousandth 


of a second would indicate a layer 
height slightly above $0 miles.

Early Explorers—Float No. 4. 

Intrepid explorers—some as sol- 
diers, some as missionaries—blazed 
the early trails of discovery, in the 
Mississippi Valley. Hernando de 
Soto, a Spaniard, discovered the 
Mississippi River in 1541. His first 
sight of the “Father of Waters” 
was near the present city of Mem- 
phis, Tenn. He crossed the river 
into what now is Arkansas and 
Missouri. De Soto died near what 
is now New Madrid, Mo., and his 
followers buried him in the great 
river he had discovered. Other 
explorers, among them Coronado, 
Humana, Onate, de Vaca and Pen- 
alosaz, also penetrated into the Mis- 
souri country, traveling from Mrex- 


ico. And from the North came the 
French explorers, Joliet, Pere 
Marquette, La Salle, De Tonti and 
others. The fame of some of these 
is perpetuated in our street names, 
names of rivers, of hotels, not to 
mention automobiles and buildings. 


The float is a composite picture 
of these pioneers in the explora- 
tion of the great Mississippi Valley. 
In a birchbark canoe, being pad- 
dled by an Indian, stands Pere 
Marquette in the garments of his 
priestly order. In his raised right 
hand is the feather-bedecked In- 
dian calumet, or pipe of peace, 
signifying that his mission is a 
peaceful one. At one side of the 
float is a pile of rocks on the edge 
of the river, and on these, with a 
background of forest trees, stands

Laclede and Chouteau—Float No. 5 


Rumors of the wonders and 
wealth of the country along the up- 
per Mississippi inflamed the minds 
of the adventurous spirits of Low- 
er Louisiana.

When the Province of Louisiana 
was acquired, Maj. Amos Stoddard 
of the United States Army was sent 
to St. Louis to take possession. He 
arrived in St. Louis from Cahokia 
on March 9, accompanied by Capt. 
Meriwether Lewis and Capt. Wil- 
liam Clark as aids, 

A narrative of the time thus de- 
scribes the transfer: “A flotilla of 
Frenchmen came up from Kaskas- 
kia to witness the ceremony. Vil- 
lagers left their work in the fields. 
All St. Louis flocked to the Place 
d Armes to witness the transfer. 

“Don Carlos de Hault de Lassus 

handed the keys of the Government 
House, with all its archives and the 
property of a vast domain, to Maj. 
Stoddard, who received them on 
behalf of France, as he represent- 
ed both France and United States. 
A salvo of cannonry shook St. 
Louis. 
“The Spanish flag was lowered 
and De Lassus wept as he received 
it. When the French flag was un- 
furled and the _ citizens realized 
that at last they beheld the ban‘ 
ner of their beloved native land 
the cheers were tumultuous and 
they begged that it be permitted 
to fly all night. Their request was 
granted. The next day, in turn, 
the French flag was lowered and 
the Stars and Stripes flew in its 
place.” 


And this flag has never been 
lowered from above St. Louis since 
that eventful day. 

The scene as pictured on the 
float shows an American’ soldier 
raising the flag of the United 
States, bearing as it then did only 
fifteen stars to represent the fif- 
teen states then forming the Un- 
ion.

After the consummation of the 
Louisiana Purchase, President Jef- 
ferson determined to send an ex- 
pedition to explore the unknown 
far northwestern country. As 
leaders he chose William Clark 
and Meriwether Lewis, both cap- 
tains in the United States Army 
and both men of splendid courage 
and ability. The expedition of 
forty men outfitted at St. Louis 
and started in the spring of 1804. 
On Nov. 7, 1806, they reached the 
Pacific Ocean. After spending the 
winter there they returned to St 
Louis, arriving in September, 15807.

Faulty driving habits, usually on 
straightaway highways, cause most

“Cutting through traffic, reck- 
lessly, at excessive speed is anoth- 
er cause of accidents. We find 
that less thaan 2.5 per cent of the 
accidents are due to faulty brakes. 
Thirteen per cent are due to faulty 
headlights.’”

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 21.—A 
radical departure from the current 
design of motor cars was an- 
nounced during the week by Law- 
rence P. Fisher, president of the 
Cadillac Motor Car Co., when he 
stated that his organization would 
place on the market in the near fu- 
ture a 16-cylinder motor car of V- 
type construction. This automobile 


has been under test for the last two 
or three years, and rumors have 
been heard regarding it for the last 
year, although this is the first au- 
thentic announcement that an au- 
tomobile of this type would be of- 
fered, 

The objective of Cadillac is to 
place on the market the highest 
type of motor vehicle. It is pointed 
out that a few foreign cars in the 
highest priced class are sold every 
year to Americans, who are seeking 
exclusiveness and, in addition, the 
most luxurious riding qualities that 
can be obtained. 

Although announcement was not 
made to this effect, it is believed 
these automobiles will be strictly 
custom made and, of course, will be 
a high-priced product. 

Members of the Cadillac organi- 
zation are elated to be able to make 
another great contribution to mo- 
toring. They say this car is the ul- 
timate and will be the finest that 
can be produced. Production quan- 
tities will not be considered, it Is 
believed. 

At any rate, the new motor car 
is expected within the next 90 days. 
A 16-cylinder Daimler, with a 
wheelbase as long as 168 inches, 
has been sold in England, and ran 
with the smoothness and steady 
pull of a steam automobile. 

A couple of years ago John WN. 
Willys, who at the time was presi- 
dent of Willys-Overland, was quot- 
ed as saying that he planned to 
market a 16-cylinder sleeve-valve- 
engined car in this country at a 
price around $17,500. The plan, 
however, did not materialize.

Last week marked the opening 
of two additional air passenger 
services in Mexico. The writer 
flew from the City of Mexico to 
El Paso, Tex., covering 1076 miles 
in little over seven hours, on the 
occasion of the opening of tri- 
weekly service by the Corporacion 
Aeronautica de Transportes, a 
Mexican company backed by Unit- 
ed States capital and employing 
United States pilots. 


The lines of this company, which 
connects Browné&ville and Mata- 
moros in the east with Mazatlan 
in the west and Nogales and Fl 
Paso in the north with Mexico City 
in the south, and thus bring vir- 
tually all important cities within 
one day of each other, are flanked 
on the west by the Compania Lat- 
ino-American Pickwick, which also 
opened passenger service last week, 
and on the east by the Compania 
Mexicana de Aviacion. Employ- 
ing 14 airplanes, chiefly Lockheed- 
Vegas, said to be America’s fast- 
est commercial ships, the C. A. T. 
lines cover virtually all of Mexico 
north of its capital. 


The writer last week gave a 
party of tourists two days start by 
train from Mexico City and arrived 
at the border at virtually the same 
time, thaving covered 1076 miles 
at an average flying speed of about 
150 miles an hour. The journey. 
whfch is threé days by train, was 
made tf sévén Héurs and 10 min- 
utes flying time or 10 #£4hours 
elapsed time, six stops having been 
made on the way. 

Taking off at 7 a. m., from the 
Military Field on the outskirts of 
Mexico City, our Lockheed Vega 
quickly soared above a threatening 
storm -and rode over a fairyland 
of snowy clouds gleaming in sun- 
shine. 

Eleven thousand feet above sea 
level, the plane was steady as 
though strung on wires. The niuf- 
fler roar of the motor beat on bjil- 
lows of stillness. Clouds created 
mirages of unimaginable splendor. 
What seemed to be lakes and 
mountains glowed in saffron and 
white. Below on the clouds the 
shadow of our ship was like an 
obsidian cross in an opaline medal- 
lion circled by a band_of the spec- 
trum. It was all a little crazy— 
beauty gone mad and lovelier still 
in madness. 

As the clouds 
caught glimpses of a checkered 
farming country resembling the 
corn belt of our own middie Weat. 
A bend of a river was struck silver 
by the sun. Tiny lakes flashed 
against the eye like the reflection 
from a mirror held by a mischiev- 
ous boy. Haciendas were clusters 
of small boxes. At 150 miles an 
hour we flashed over a willnge 
composed, characteristically of one 
bull ring, four churches, and a few 
score houses, 

Having passed the States of 
Mexico, Queretaro, Guanajuato, 
and Aguas Calientes, we made our 
first landing at Zacatecas, swoop- 
ing down to what is perhaps the 
world's highest airport, about 7400 
feet above sea level. At this al- 
titude, a cold wind made overcoats 
comfortable. A 20-vear-old_ girl 
passenger, whose bobbed red hair, 
knee-length skirt, and penchant for 
traveling the skies unchaperoned 
indicated the degree of emancipa- 
tion of Mexican womankind, shiv- 
ered in a collegiate sweater. To 
one side of the plane was ae tiller 
of the soll using a wooden plow, 
to the other a line of burros bear- 
ing huge burdens of produce. In- 
dian women, hugging babes to their 
breasts, scattered as the wash from 
the propelior tore at their volumi- 
nous skirts. 

From the sky Zacatecas was like 
a segment of a honeycomb, tinted 
buff and blue—a city of medieval 
days and waya. 

Leaving the State of Zacatecas 
and passing over Durango, wea 
found the air warming up and 
desert and mountain succeeding 
cultivated land.

To Direct Laying 
rf Of Pipe Lines 


8B. E. Hull Has Flown 50,000 
Miles for Texas | 
Concerns. 


Aviation is dally proving its 
value in the ol] business, and there 
is one man in that industry who 
probably dees more traveling by 
air in his regular work than any 
other executive in the world. He 
is B. E. Hull of Houston, Tex., 
president of the Texas Pipe Line 
Co. and the Texas-Empire Pipe 
Line Co. and vice president of the 
Texas Pipe Line Co. of Oklahoma 
In October, 1928, he was furnished 
a plane especially for his use, the 
*"Tezaco 2,” a Lockheed Vega type, 
with a 220-horsepower Wright 
Whirlwind motor, and since then, 
or in less than a year, supervising 
an exceptionally large program of 
new pipe line construction, he has 
traveled approximately 50,000 
miles in the plane. The plane is 
now piloted for him by Burt Pid- 
cock. 

To do that vast amount of fly- 
ing, thanks to the speed of the 
plane, required only about 600 
hours of Hull's time. To have cov- 
ered the same distance by auto- 
mobile, going 300 miles every day. 
would have required a full six 
months, with no time left for any- 
thing except traveling, and so 
would have been impractica] for / 
the busy pipe line company exec- 
utive. Osing the plane, he was 
enabled to cover the 60,000 miles 
and to give his personal attention 
to important problems arising at 
widely separated points on the vast 
network of pipe lines under his 
supervision—one of the largest 
systems of the kind in the world. 

In that network of pipes are 
some of the longest and largest oil 
lines in the world. The recently 
completed line from Jal, N. M., 
throigh the fields of West Texas 
on to the Texas company’s big re- 
finery and crude terminal at Port 
Arthur, Tex., on the Gulf of Mex- 
ico is 644 miles long. The Texas- 
Empire Pipe Line Co. trunk line 
from. Seminole, Ok., to Chicago, 
now under construction, will be 
about 600 miles long. Going from 
his neadquarters in Houston to the 
Chicago terminus of the line, as 
he frequently has occasion to do, 
particularly while the line ig still 
under construction, Hull must fly 
approximately 1100 miles, going 
by way of Tulsa, Ok. 

Aside from the large mileage 
which he travels along that route, 
the trips which contribute most. to 
Hull’s total mileage include those 
to Amarillo and other places in 
the Panhandle. In those sections 
of the State distances of 75 or 100 
miles are considered only short 
drives even by automobile, and may 
be negotiated-in some cases with- 
out passing a single dwelling house 
along the highway. One does not 
realize. how large the Lone Star 
State ts until he has traveled across 
it. From Houston to either El 

Paso or to the northern part of the 
Panhandle is not far short of 1000 
miles, and it would require nearly 
three days by automobile, wheréas 
the same trip may be made in a 
day by air. And so. through avia- 
tion, Hull has been enabled to 
overcome the handicap of great dis- 
tances in personally supervising the 
properties of the pipe line depart- 
ments of the Texas Corporation. 

To show how much traveling can 
be done by aeroplane, one week 
of Hull’s recent activity will be re- 
viewed. Beginning the week with 
work in his Houston office, he 
spent Monday there. Early the 
next day, Tuesday morning, he and 
his pilot left for Tulsa, reaching 
there in the forenoon. Hull spent 
tour and a hajf ‘hours in Tulsa, 
attending to business. [n the aft- 
ernoon they left Tulsa, flying over 
the Texas-Empire pipe line, which 
was under construction, to Colum- 
bia, Mo. From there they went to 
St. Louis to spend the night. In- 
cidentally, they reached that city 
in time to see the flyers of the 
St. Louis Robin shortly before they 
vwame down from their record en- 

Alurance flight. 

Hull was engaged with business. 
the next morning, Wednesday, un- 
tit 11 o'clock, at’ which time he 
and his pilot began the return 
fo Houston, They spent one-half 
hour, at Shreveport, La. on the 
homeward flight, and reached 
Houston that afternoon. 

The. next two days, Thursday 
and Friday, Hull spent in dispatch- 
ing the large amount of business 
demanding his attention in his 
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been dealt with, he was ready to 
look after other problems outside 
his office. At 6 o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning, Saturday, while 
most of the city slept, the untiring 
pipe line company executive and 
his equally energétic pilot made 
their way to the airport, and with 
the first light of day, soared into 
the air. Four and one-half hours 
later they were at Odessa, far out 
in the ranch and oil country of 
West Texas. At that town which 
in the past few years has been de- 
veloped from a cross-roads village 
to an important center for the oil 
industry, the ‘“Texaco 2” stopped for 
a while, and Hull was joined by 
another passenger, W. H. Shields, 
assistant superintendent of the 
West Texas division of the Texas 
Pipe Line Co. The two passengers 
and their pilot then took off for 
Carlsbad, N. M., where business 
was transacted, and where they 
ate lunch.

The toll bridge question looms 
large legislatively. It has been the 
subject of agitation for a long 
time, and iow the Federal and

HAT makes a@ song popular? 

Ted Fiorito, composer and di- 
rector of Fiorito's Edgewater 
Beach Hotel orchestra, heard each 
Monday night, and the Skellodians, 
each Saturday night through @ 
wide network of NBC stations, 
should know if anyone does, but 
he says he doesn't. 
“As far as I have been able to 
learn there’s no formula by which 
hits may be detected in advance, 
and no- devices of composition by 
which popular music may be writ- 
ten to order,” he declared. “Only 
three or four, of every 100 songs 
that I write will be published. 
“The only test for poputarity Is 
popularity. If a composer has 
songs to sell I advise him to ‘try 
them on the dog.’ Let him play 
his melodies for someone else, pre- 
ferably strangers, because friends 
are prejudiced. If the music his 


Al 


pleases a few-it may please others. 
That is the. only theory I know. 
That is the way I test my compo- 
sitions, 
promising pieces, before I proceed 
to my publishers with others” 
Fiorito, whose song hits include 
“Dreamer of Dreams,” 
Norah,” “Toot-toot-tootsie“.( which 


Singer’), “When Lights Are Low,” 
~w ‘Charley, 
Knew,” “I’m Sorry, Sally,’’ “King 
for 
Laugh.” and “You’ve Never Been 
Blue,” says that he writes most of 


the leases on several good apart- 
ments because other tenants in the 
building did not like his playing at 
3 o'clock in the morning, finally he 
had a soundproof room especially 
constructed as a studio. Almost 
every night after he finishes his 
work at the hotel he can be found 
there composing or studying. 

“Almost always the classics are 
my source of inspiration, as they 
are for all song writers,’”’ he de- 
clares. “I play a few bars of G-eig 
for its ethereal, uplifting quality; 
Wagner fer strength, Chopin for 
melody, and then on into the music 
that most satisfies and appea!s to 
me at the moment until—perhaps 
quickly, perhaps after hours—] 
find the song theme I am seeking. 

fter that, the development is 
asy.”’ 

Although Fiorito is one of the 
most popular song writers in 
America, he is still studying with 
the greatest of industry. 

“Yes,” he admits, “I usually 
write the things that I think will 
sell. If you're writing popular 
music, you might just as well 
write what the public wants. Of 
-course, sometimes there is an up- 
set. Often they like something that 
is unlike anything they have ever 
had befare. The very novelty of 
it mak~*s its appeal. But I want to 
go ahead with my career. I have. 
stacks of things piled up in my 
studio—things that the musicians

Eveready Screen Grid Receivers Just Introduced— 
Crown Electrical Supply Co. to Distribute the 
New Balkite Sets—Light-O-Matic Tuning Fea- 
tured in Edison Radio—Trade Notes of Interest. 


Unusually complete and thor- 


ough shielding, which makes possi- 
ble realization of the full amplify- 
ing power of the screen grid tube, 
is a feature of the new Eveready 
screen grid receiver, series 50. The 
new receiver, which is throughout 
a product of the laboratories and 
factories of National Carbon Co., is 
identical in respect to chassis in all 
models, and uses three AC screen 
grid tubes. It may, however, be 
obtained in a variety of cabinets 
designed to fit in with the furniture 
in all types of homes. 

The aim in developing the Ever- 
eady screen’ grid receiver has been 
to turn out a set which at ail times 
will “stay put,” in which the 
chances of derangement during 
transportatiou, and later in use, 
will be reduced to a minimum. The 
foundation of the chassis is a stee) 
box-section member, which pro- 
vides great strength and rigidity, 
with a minimum of material. Insu- 
lation material is used only as in- 
sulation, not to bear the weight of 
parts or to maintain the spacing of 
parts, 

The receiver is an eight-tube, in- 
cluding rectifier, single dial, an- 
tenna operated, all-electric set, hav- 
ing three stages of screen grid ra- 
dio-frequency amplification, power 
detector and two audio stages, the 
last of which consists of two power 
output tubes, type 245, in push- 
pull. The screen grid tubes are 
used as radio frequency amplifiers. 

The variometer, which tunes the 
antenna circuit, is enclosed in a 
copper shield. Each tube, with its 
associated section of the gang con- 
denser is completely shield«4 from 
the adjoining stages. The inter- 
Stage shielding between sections of 
the ,ang condenser is particularly 
thorough. 

The amplification produced by 
the three screen grid *bes in the 
new Eveready set is so great that it 
is possible to employ a power de- 
tector. 

A low-gain, 
audio stage is interposed between 
the detector and the power output 
stage to permit working the push- 
pull tubes at their full volume 
without overloading the detector 
and to give the necessary audio am- 
plification for satisfactory phono- 
graph operation.

Exactness of tuning and re- 
sonance of tone are achieved in a 
complete AC tuned radio frequency 
circuit through these five tuned 
stages. 

One of the outstanding features 
of this new receiver is its uniform 
semsitivity on all wave lengths. 
This means that improvement of 
reception at that end of the kilo- 
cycle scale carrying the larger and 
more important broadcast pro- 
grams. This feature is known as 
“uniform gain.” 

The set has a single illuminated 
neutrodyne, including the rectifier 
tube—free from oscillation. Two 
45 type power tubes are used in 
push-pull, and 27 type tubes are 
used in the RF stages, power de- 
tector and first audio stage. 

A new type of audio-amplifica- 
tion has been achieved resulting in 
unusually uniform fidelity for low 
notes and high. 

The set has a single illumunated 
dial, with accurate knob control. 
The “on” and “off” switch and vol- 
ume control are combined, making 
the panel neat, and simplified. 

A phonograph jack is, of course, 
provided, making the qualities of 
Balkeit audio available for use with 
a phonograph pick-up in the re- 
production of recorded music. 


New Method of Tuning. 

A very practical way of tuning 
in any desired station virtually au- 
tomatically is a feature of the new 
Edison receivers, hich were ex-

It was also noticeable that some 
lines retain the tried and tested 27 
heater type of tube, while one man- 
ufacturer offered receivers designed 
to use either the 27 type or the 
screen grid tubes as the customer 
preferred. 

Incidentally, a “screen grid re- 
ceiver” is one that has one to four 
of the new AC screen grid tubes. 
They are used for the same general 
purpose as the old DC 201A tybes 
and the 22 or 27 types of AC 
valves. But their amplification fac- 
tor is much higher than in the 
other tubes. They were designed 


to give greater sensitivity together 


with more stability: that is, a set 
using screen grid tubes slrould be 
more stable, with less fendency to 
oscillate and “spill over” in tuning. 

A “power detector” is a detector 


tube operated with much higher 


voltage than usual and with grid 
bias instead of the customary grid 
leak and condenser. It can handle 
much more volume from the radio 
frequency stages to the audio am-

New WCKY Station 
Joins NBC Network 


The National Broadcasting Co. 


today announced the addition of 
WCKY at Covington, Ky. has 
joined the NBC network. The ad- 
dition of the Kentucky § station 
gives the NBC a total of 70 asso- 
ciated stations, making it the larg- 
est radio network in the world by 
a wide margin. 
WCKY, the call letters signifying 
Covington, Ky., has a power of 5000 
watts. It operates on 202.7 meters 
(1480 kilocycles). ‘ 
The station is operated by L B. 
Wilson, Inc., and is financially 
backed by business men ‘of Coving- 
ton. 
WCKY 1s just across the Ohio 
River from Cincinnati where the 
NBC programs are heard through 
WLW and WSAI. There will be no 
duplication of programs on the 
three stations, according to NBC of- 
ficials. 


Shield Screen-Grid Tubes. 

If more than one screen-grid 
tube is used efficiently in the ra- 
dio-frequency amplifier, the tubes 
themselves must be shielded and 
care must be exercised to prevent 
feed back (either inductively or ca- 
pacitatively) from one tuned cir- 
cuit to the others. Proper poten- 
tials must be applied to the tube 
elements and they must have prop- 
er ventilation to prevent overheat- 
ing of the elements. The shields 
are normally vented in such a way 
as to permit air circulation with- 
out destroying the electro-static 
shielding properties. :

PUTS SOUL 
INTO HIS MUSIC

Cesare Sodero, who conducts the 
National Grand Opera Co. and 
directs the musicians in some of 
the best programs heard over KSD, 
is known in the studios and to all 


who work under his direction as 
“the Maestro.” Not merely because 
he igs the actual master of the 
opera company, but because his 
work is masterly and because he 
has devoted his whole soul and 
body to one thing—the interpreta- 
tion of good music. 

Sodero without his baton and 
standing alone in some corridor of 
a studio isn’t at all an inspiring 
figure. Short—just five feet six 
inches tall—ani chunky, swarthy 
complexion, disordered hair, a bit 
indifferent.as to whether his shoes 
are shined or not, he’s not even 
artistically eccentric in appear- 
ance, 


; 


Lives His Music. 


But see him as he is most often 
seen—on the conductor’s stand, his 


ing and his face expressing every 
bit of the melody that is being 
played by the 60 or more musici- 
ans scattered about the studio, and 
you understand why he is “the 
Maestro.” 

Sodero has been referred to as a 
conductor who plays every string 
in his orchestra, blows every brass 
instrumeat, sings the arias and 
mentally goes through every mo- 
tion of a symphony orchestra— 
without ever leaving his stand. A 
sour note from a single violin will 
cause his face to contor in agony 
—and he radiates happiness when 
his musicians successfully go 
through a difficult passage without 
a single false note. 

His musicians love him and re- 
spect him. He is a slave-driver at 
times, working his men unfil they 
are exhausted. Then, the work 
done and well done, he goes among 
them patting them on the backs, 


among a crowd of friends. 

Sodero was born in Naples in 
1886. He studied music first at 
Conservatorio di S. Pietro a Ma- 
jella, a* noted Italian school. He 
received degrees for his excellence 
on the cello and for composition. 
His debut as a conductor of 
grand opera was at the age of 14— 
and this in Italy where operatic 
audiences are severely critical. At 
the age of 16 he composed a ballet 
that was presented for 72 consecu- 
tive evenings in Alexandria, Egypt. 


Music His ‘Hobby, Too. 


He traveléd throughout. the 
United States conducting the Henry 
W. Savage company production of 
“The Girl of the Golden West” by 
Puccini. For four years he was 
conductor of the Aborn English 
Grand Opera Company. For a 
time he was associated with a mo- 
tion picture concern in charge of 
the musical department and he was 
general musical director of the Ed- 
ison Recording Laboratories for 12 
years. He left the Edison labora- 
tories to direct operatic productions 
for Station WEAF and when the 
N. B. C. was organized he was 
given charge of the National Grand 
Opera Company. 

Sodero is said to have directed 
more than 12,000 musicians during 
his career. He has condensed more 
than 60 grand operas and approxi- 
mately 35 light operas, and is the 
composer of several operas and 
one, “Ombre Russe,” had its world 
premiere over the N. B. C. net- 
work this spring. 

He is extremely critical of his 
own work and does most of the 
actual work in cutting an opera for 
presentation on the air. He worked 
steadily for 11 days on “Lohengrin” 
before being satisfied with the 
radio adaptation. 

Sodero has no hobbies other than 
music. His one ambition is to do 
a better job every time he picks 
up his baton.

An invention known as an oil 
cleaner, designed to vaporize and 
remove gasoline and water from 
the oil in the crankcase of an 
automobile engine, has been pat- 
ented by James F. Wells of 2709 
North Taylor avenue.

The Arena, erected at a cost of 
about $1,500,000, to seat 21,000 
persons, without a post to obstruct 
the view, will be dedicated tomor- 
row night with a banquet attended 


by Secretary of Agriculture Hyde, 
Gov. Caulfield and about 3000 other 


persons. : 
The speakers’ table is elliptical 


and seats 300 persons. The banquet 
tables will be ranged in the show 
ring of the huge oval structure, 
which resembies the Yale Bowl un- 
der cover. The building is 475 feet 
long and 276 feet wide. 

Besides the Secretary of Agricui- 
ture and the Governor, speakers 
will include Mayor Miller -and 
Charles L. Hill of Rosedale, Wis., 
ptesident of the National Dairy 
Association, which will participate 
in the dairy show Oct. 12-20, when 
the Arena will be opened for ex- 
hibition purposes. Waiter B. Wei- 
senburger, president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, will be toastmas- 
ter.

Roof 135 Feet High. 

From the center of the show 

ring the timbers in the vaulted 
roof, 135 feet above, resemble 
matchsticks. Twenty cantilever 
gteel trusses, each weighing 18 
tons, which support the roof, ap- 
pear tiny from the ground. 
. What looks like a small plat- 
form from one end of the oval, is 
a band stand accommodating 75 
musicians suspended from the 
trusses Over the seats at the south 
end. 

The seats, rising in tiers, encir- 
cle the building, and a perfect view 
of the show ring may be had trom 
the most distant seat. Some idea 
of the size of the structure may 
be obtained from the fact that if 
Babe Kuth were to stand at one 
end of the arena and hit a bage- 
ball with ali his might, it would 
barely travel to the last row of 
seats at the other end. 

indirect Lighting system. 
Lighting arrangements’ are in 
keeping with the size of the build- 
ing. Three hundred floodlights are 
j placed on a catwalk, running 
around the base of the roof just be- 
low skylights which afford ariple 
light in the daytime. Indirect light- 
ing systems are used throughout.

So 
was Erb. This in itself was a bond 
between them. 

The country was* young. Covered 
wagons still creaked westward. The 
youthful husband was in the business 
of buying hides. In those first years 
there were still buffalo, bear and wolf 
Skins for barter. Later he became 
associated with the Chicago firm of 
Isaac Weil and Sons, buying cattle and 
other hides. Their lives flowed along 
placidly, like thase of a million other 
Americans. Erb’s business took him to 
various towns. The family lived in 
La Salle, Illinois, for a time, then in 
Ottawa and then in Streator. Five 
children were born to them in the 
course of the years. Within the limi- 
tation of the family income, which wa- 
an average one, the family lived gen- 
erously. For 30 years or more Erb 
worked for the Weil firm. 


IDDLE age came upon them al- 
WE before they were aware of 

it and passed before thes 
realized they were old. The children 
recall how devoted the father and 
mother were to each other, the tran- 
quility of the home. Each morning 
Erb would get up, start breakfast and 
then bring a cup of coffee to his wife 
before she arose. They were very 
rarely separated. 

The children, as they grew up, scat- 
tered east and west, married and had 
children of their own. Erb was left 
alone with his wife to face the fact 
that he was no longer useful to the 
firm that employed him. He had man- 
aged to save about $3000. A son, 
Fred J. Erb, was living in Ponca City, 
Oklahoma. It was here that the fa- 
ther and mother were persuaded to 
move three years ago. Erb invested 
the greater part of his savings in a 
small grocery on the outskirts of the 
Oklahoma oil town. He figured that 
thus he could make a living, meager 
though it might be, until the close of 


his life.

the wrist and arm. Unreasonable 
eccentricities of character developed. 
Her appetite grew abnormally large. 
Often she awoke at 5 o'clock in the 
morning and called for food. The con- 
stant use of morphine was necessary 
to ease her suffering and of adrenalin 
to sustain the heart action. 

And yet his patience seemed never 
exhausted. The neighbors observed 
his devotion, commented on it. Often 
in the morning or in the late after- 
noon she would express a wish to sit 
on the porch. He would move her 
carefully into the wheel chair and 
then out on the porch, arrange the 
pillows, adjust shawls and scarves 
about her. After a few minutes she 
would ask to go inside again. 

In July he felt his own condition 
aggravated and, unknown to Mrs. 
Hupp, sought the advice of a doctor. 
He was told that he had only a short 
time to live. A matter of months, 
perhaps. He says now that the 
thought that he and his wife would 
be separated, that she would be left 
to suffer, haunted him, that it was 
always present. A few weeks later he 
went to a second-hand store and 
bought a revolver of an_ inex- 
pensive type with five cartridge 
chambers. 

There came a time of crisis. All 
the trouble and sorrow of the past 
seemed intensified, redoubled. Almost 
from hour to hour his wife appeared 
to grow more helpless, and yet the 
physicians gave her a year or two 
more of agony. As a climax, for two 
days and nights he watched over her 
almost without closing his eyes. Then 
came the morning, when, as he ex- 
presses it, something snapped. 


RS. HUPP helped to give the 
[Vf snotner breakfast and went 

out to the neighborhood store 
for cream for the coffee. She 
was gone ten minutes. When she 
returned, she discovered the trag- 
edy. Erb himself had summoned 
the police. When they examined the 
gun, they found the priming caps of 
each of the undischarged cartridges 
deeply dented by the hammer of the 
revolver but for some unknown reason 
none was discharged. 

In the county jail he wept as he told 
for the first time of the torture the 
past months had been to him. “We 
were so attached to each other, I loved 
Susan so,” he said. ‘She loved me. 
All these years there has been no one 
else for either of us. 

‘‘Last night was more than I could 
stand. I just couldn't think of her 
suffering alone. I guess something 
snapped in me. I must have been in- 
sane for a moment. We took mother 
to the breakfast table—she always 
wanted to come to the table. When 
she finished eating I carried her back 
and laid her on the bed. She said 


have gone off? Why couldn't it? Now 
I'm alone here. And she is alone. 
Why couldn’t I have died?” 

The procedure of the law was simple 
and swift. Weeping, in the courtroom 
he waived a preliminary examination 
and pleaded guilty to murder. ‘Do 
you know what that means?” the 
Judge leaned forward to ask him. 

“It means I killed my wife,"’ he 
said in a voice scarcely andible. 

The tragedy occurred on one day; 
on the second day following sentence 
was passed and this man who has been 
an upright citizen and a member of 
the Methodist Church for 60 years was 
on his way to the State penitentiary 
to serve a life term. 


HE one thing that sustained him 
“Twas the way in which his chil- 

dren rallied around him. Mrs. 
Hupp never faltered in her loy- 
alty. When he said to her in his cell, 
“I thought you'd hate me,” she 
answered, ‘No, father, we under- 
stand.”’ The only other living daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Minnie Good, came from 
Blackfoot, Idaho, as did the son 
from Ponca City. And when Mrs. 
Hupp took the body of her mother 
back to Ottawa for burial she was met 
there by the other son, M. W. Erb of 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. A grandson, 
Donald Robert Good, an attorney of 
South River, New Jersey, is directing 
the legal effort to free Erb before his 
death. 

That is what they are hoping for 
now and what the old man hopes for. 
The chance, it is believed, is good. No 
one, so far as can be determined, will 
appear in opposition at the pardon 
hearing on Tuesday. Even _ the 
County Attorney and the Presiding 
Judge favor a pardon. Mrs. Hupp's 
attorney, John F. Riling, is confident. 
He argues that punishment has been 
inflicted and that no good will be 


| served by forcing Erb to die in prison. 


If and when he is freed, he will go to 
Pittsburg to live with his son. 

I saw him in the prison hospital at 
Lansing. Mrs. Hupp had asked me to 
take a message to him. He has never 
left the hospital since his arrival. The 
prison physician says there is nothing 
that can be done for him other than 
to sustain life for a few months by 
means of rest and quiet. 

‘“T shouldn't have ‘done it,” he says. 
“I know that now. I shouldn't have 
taken a life. But I was glad right 
after it was over that her suffering 
was ended. I couldn't be sorry for 
that, could I?’ 

Outside the window the long line of 
prisoners files by to the mess hal! to 
the strains of ragged, weary-sounding 
jazz.

Rudy appears to be about the age 
of a college sophomore, but he is really 
a little older. Not enough, 
however, to make much dif- 
ference in his qualifications as 
the beau ideal of Miss Amer- 
ica. He was born 27 years 
aco in Westbrook, Maine, a 
paper-mill town of about 
10,000 population. The son 
of a druggist, he came near 
being a drug clerk, because 
that is what his father wanted 
to make of him, but he 
wouldn't have been a good 
pharmacist. He liked music 
too well. With radios in drug 
stores as they are now he 
might have got to listening 
and put arsenic in the cap- 
sules instead of quinine. The 
diug store Was no place for 
him and he realized it.

he wasn't. On the spot he became a 
Wiedoft enthusiast and even went s0 
far as to write a fan letter to the saxo- 
phone king, declaring his admiration. 
This led to a correspondence and to a 
course of saxophone lessons from 
Wiedoft by mail. When he went to 
college at the University of Maine he 
was such a Wiedoft disciple that his 
associates dubbed him ‘‘Rudy” and the 
name has stuck. 

Rudy didn’t stay long at the 
University of Maine. His field 
there was too limited. After 
one year he changed over to 
Yale, where there was a wider 
road to fame as a saxophonist. 
It is said now that he was in 
great demand at Yale. They 
wanted him to play for all the 
big dances. And there was 
something to consider besides 
fame, too. He could make 
more money at Yale and that 
was important because he had 
to pay his own way through 
college. During his first two 
years there he earned about 
$1500 a year while carrying 
on his studies at the same 
time. Word of his ability 
quickly got abroad, for just as 
he was about to begin hia sen- 
ior year there came a y beni 
gram from London asking 
him to come to England and 
play for a year in the orches- 
tra of the Savoy Hotel, one of 


the finest organizations of the kind 
in Europe. He hastened to London, 
captivated London's smart set for a 
year and returned to Yale, declining 
an invitation to teach the Prince of 
Wales how to play the saxophone. 


Back at Yale for his senior year, 
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Rudy became more famous even thaa 
he had been before. He was the leadep 
of the Yale Football Band as weil as 
conductor of the college dance orchem 
tra and was equally popular in doth 
fields. Upon graduation in 1927, be 
took his band on a vaudeville tour 
across the country, stopping for a 
time in Boston where he led seve 
of the best orchestras in the city.

Queen Elizabeth finally invoked. In 


1572 she put an end to the golden age 


of begging almost overnight by issuing 
an edict which provided that unless 
mendicants could show a license they 
should be whipped and branded. Be- 
fore the passage of this statute, how- 
ever, thousands of vagabonds, most of 
whom were able-bodied, made their 
living by wandering over England, 
begging, stealing and pestering house- 
holders as they went.

For the tall, gray- 
bearded man who led his bride to the 
altar in the village church of Laing 
was no other than Prince Franz Liech- 
tenstein, reigning head of the princi- 
pality of Liechtenstein, absolute ruler 
of one of the world's tiniest mon- 
archies, head of an old and proud his- 
toric house, and the first of his line to 
ever marry a commoner. His bride 
was Baroness Elsa de Guttmann. It was 
a romance with a happy ending, this 
story of a reigning Prince who found 
love and happiness in the evening of 
his life. 


HE domain of the Princes of 
Liechtenstein lies in the moun- 
tainous region between the Ty- 
rol and Switzerland, edged in between 
the towering peaks of the Austrian 
and Swiss Alps. Almost inaccessible 
mountain passes lead to Vatiuz, its 
capital, a place of 3000 inhabitants, 
where the ancient castle of the Princes 
of Liechtenstein keeps guard over 
the principality from the crest of a 
lone height. For 600 years the Liech- 
tensteins have ruled here over some 
10,000 sturdy mountaineers, paying a 
small yearly tribute to Austria, but 
retaining their independence in do- 
mestic affairs. 

Since the end of the last century, 
Prince Johan II had sat on the throne 
of Liechtenstein. He was the elder 
brother of Prince Franz and the head 
of his dynasty, guardian of the house’s 
proud traditions and the husband of a 
Bavarian Princess. He was one of the 
best-known art collectors in Europe, 
who amassed treasures of art in hia 
castle at Vaduz and was more inter- 
ested in connoisseurship than in poli- 
tics. 

While Johan II spent most of his 
time amid his collections at Vaduz 


Castle, his brother, the heir apparent 
to the throne of Liechtenstein, lived in 
Vienna, playing an important role in 
the political and socia) life of the Aus- 
trian capital. As a young man he en- 
tered the Austrian diplomatic service 
and became one of the most trusted en- 
voys of the former Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy. For many years he was 
Austrian Ambassador to Russia, and 
was spoken of as the possible future 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, when he 
suddenly quit the diplomatic service. 
Some said political intrigues operated 
against him, others asserted that a 
clandestine love affair drew him back 
to Vienna. 

It was certain that from. this 
time on Prince Franz Liechtenstein 
became one of the few personal 
friends of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
whom he accompanied everywhere. He 
was known as a wit and raconteur, a 
favorite of aristocratic society. 

When revolution in the Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire swept away the Aus- 
trian nobility, Prince Franz Liechten- 
stein was one of the few aristocrats 
who remained in Vienna. He was 66 
years old at the time, would have none 
of republican Austria and had, per- 
sonally, nothing to fear from the revo- 
lution. Of course, there were but a 
few families of rank with which the 
old Prince had contact. He was think-

The family was 
elevated to the baronetcy by Francis 
Joseph, and managed to keep its prom- 
inent position even during the post- 
war period. Baroness Elsa was one of 
the most attractive women of the cap- 
ital, noted for her wit and her artistic 
tastes. As a young girl she had mar- 
ried a Hungarian nobleman, Beta von 
Eros, but for five years she had been 
a widow. At the time she met Prince 
Liechtenstein she was well over 40.

with limited experience in banking 
matters, to have intrusted their sav- 
ings to Clarke Brothers is quite in 
the nature of things. The bank was 
&6 years old. It was to all outward 
appearance subject to the same State 
supervision as other banks, and, 
furthermore, it offered a bait of 5 1-2 
per cent on depos- 
its. But for Clarke, 
who is the son and 
grandson of bank- 
ers, and who has 
had more than 25 
years’ experience in 
banking—for him to 
have succumbed to 
the seductive prom- 
ises of Quimby, and 
to have presented 
him with perfectly 
good dollars in ex- 
change for nothing 
but beautiful words, 
this is so absurd as 


to be almost gro- 
tesque. The only 
thing. of course, 
which keeps it from 
being altogether 
funny is the sad 


fact that the money 
which Clarke gave 
Quimby wasn’t his 
own. 

The Clarke bank 
was originally 
established in 1843 as William Clarke 
& Sons. Its founder was William 
Clarke, twice Mayor of Jersey City. 
His sons, Hudson and James Clarke, 


later succeeded to the control of 
the bank, and it became Clarke 
Brothers. 
T was reorganized in 1904 and 
| oceon Clarke’s son, James Rae 
Clarke, became its president. Two 


of James Rae Clarke's brothers, Philip 
and Hudson Jr., later entered the em- 
ploy of the bank and were admitted to 
partnership in January, 1928. John F. 
Bouker, the fourth partner, was ad- 
mitted to membership in the firm in 
July, 1928. 

Within 10 years after the bank’s re- 
organization in 1904 James Rae 
Clarke had obtained deposits amount- 
ing to $1,000,000, and the bank con- 
tinued to prosper. Just when the bank 
first began to operate at a deficit has 
not been revealed, but it is now known 
that the bank was insolvent as long 
ago as 1924. And the reason why 
this wasn't disclosed at the time 
forms another comic element in the 
story. 

The State banking laws of 1914 
brought within the jurisdiction of the 
State Banking Department all private 
banks paying interest on accounts of 
less than $500 or which accept sums 
on deposit ‘for safe-keeping or 
transmission” which average less than 
$500. In 1923 a bank examiner was 
sent to inspect the books of Clarke 
Brothers. But the president of the

_ bank refused to permit an examina- 


tion. At this time he turned for ad- 
vice to J. W. Cutler, then secretary of 
the Private Bankers’ Association, and 
with Cutler's aid was able to prevent 
the examination. 

Clarke claimed that his bank was 
exempt from examination under the 
statute because, he said, none of his 
deposits averaged less than $500 a 
year. : 

Now the irony of the situation 
lay in the fact that the only way the 
State could tell whether Clarke was 
telling the truth-—and he wasn’t— 
was by making an examination. But 
the State had no authority for making 
an examination unless it could prove 
that the bank accepted deposits for 
less than $500. And thus Clarke, 
with the advice of Cutler, was able to 
take advantage of the stupid incom- 
pleteness of the law. 


UTLER, however. did not go un- 
(CU reverses for his clever insight 

into the law's inadequacy. The 
failure of the bank has now disclosed 
that he, in addition to Quimby, had 
been permitted to borrow huge sums 
without any collateral. Cutler ob- 
tained an unsecured loan for $85,000, 
and in the past few years has been 
drawing a weekly salary from the 
bank of $100, without rendering any 
service in return. It is presumed that 
ail this money was paid to Cutler be- 
cause he knew too much about the 


bank’s condition; and it is on this as-

He was also 
indicted with the notorious Charles 
Morse for conspiracy to defraud the 
Government in connection with ship- 
building contracts, but the indictment 
was later dismissed. He has figured 
in numerous lawsuits, most of them 
growing out of his innumerable pro- 
motion schemes. 


Scandinavian American Shipping 

Company for no less than $4,343,- 
600 as alleged commission due him for 
swinging an $86,000,000 deal, but the 
suit came to nothing. He now has 
pending another suit for $700,000 
against the Edison Company, again for 
commission he alleges is due him for 
handling a deal. There are today 
judgments amounting to about a half- 
million dollars entered against him in 
various courts. 

In short, Quimby is a man who deals 
in big figures, and it was with apn 
aura of high finance about him that 
he presented himself to Clarke. The 
deals in which he managed to interest 
Clarke and on the strength of which 
he obtained considerable money are 
too numerous to recite, but a few of 
them are interesting. For instance, 
Quimby got Clarke to advance money 
for the development of the Chicama 
coal fields in Peru. He convinced 
Clarke that it contained the best an- 
thracite mines in the world outside of 
Pennsylvania. This may be true, but 
it wasn’t until the business had been 


Ps instance, in 1919 he sued the

considerably advanced that it was re- 
alized that to exploit the field it was 
necessary to build a railroad over the 
Andes Mountains! And Clarke, luck- 
ily for his depositors, didn't have 
enough money to finance such a stu- 
pendous project. 

But the most ludicrous of all the 
transactions was that centering about 


Quimby’'s suit against the Edison Com- 
pany. On the strength of this suit 
Quimby borrowed $185,000 # from 
Clarke, in return for which ~he as- 
signed to Clarke half of the $700,006 
for which he was suing. Such a con- 
vincing picture of his certainty of 
winning the suit was Quimby abie to 
paint that Clarke 
was unable to re- 
sist making the 
loan. Indeed, 
Quimby was able 
to convince Clarke 


that he had no 
less than $50,- 
000,000 due him 


from various en- 
terprises, and half 
of this sum he 
promised to give 
Clarke in return 
for the loans 
made to him! Al- 
though he  suc- 
ceeded in convinc- 
ing Clarke of his 
integrity, Quimby 
has yet to con- 
vince the State of 
New York, for he 
also has been in- 
dicted along with 
Cutler for his con- 


nection with the 

failure. Philip L. 
In addition to 

the Quimby and Cutler loans, the 


partners also loaned themselves, with- 


out security, sums amounting to 
almost a half-million dollars over 
a period. of years. Add to this 


money sunk in numerous other in- 
vestments just about as sound as the 
Quimby projecis, and much of the 
mystery of the Clarke Brothers’ fail- 
ure disappears. The chief sin of the 
partners lay not so much in stealing 
from the bank as in concealing for so 
many years the fact that the bank was 
insolvent. What ruined the bank 
wasn’t so much looting, from which 
they benefited directly, as their stu- 
pidity, as evidenced by the above 
transactions. That was undoubtedly 
why Judge Anderson, in passing sen- 
tence, said that the bank failure 
showed a “lack of intelligence and 
ability on the part of all concerned. 
There were no brains and no ability 
evidenced by anyone, from James Rae 
Clarke down.” 


bank James Rae Clarke, president 

and dominating ‘“‘mind” of Clarke 
Brothers, was sentenced to eight years 
in Atlanta. Philip Clarke, John Bouker 
and Hudson Clarke Jr., the other part- 
ners, were sentenced for a year each. 
Hudson Clarke's sentence, however, 
was suspended on the ground that he 
was least culpable and also to enable 
him to take care of his father, who 
was once president of the bank, but 
who is now aged and paralytic.

tution, and they are now practically 
penniless. 

Mrs. James Rae Clarke gave up two 
homes which were held in her name, 
and must now look for support from 
her two sons, one of whom is a clerk 
in a New York 
banking house and 
the other a student, 
who plans to op- 
erate a taxicab at 
night to earn mon- 
ey. Philip Clarke's 
wife, who was once 
a school teacher, 
also gave up her 
home and will try 
to teach school 
again. Hudson 
Clarke Jr. is now 
being boarded by 
friends until he can 
get a job which will 
enable him to take 
care of his aged 
father. 

The plight of the 
various members of 
the Clarke family, 
however, is certain- 
ly no worse than 
that of many of the 
depositors, who now 
find themselves in 
need because of the 
bank's failure. There's Charles Drey- 
fuss, for instance, a bent and feeble oc- 
togenarian, who lost $15,000 in the 
failure. Since the bank closed its doors 
he has been living in a Bowery lodg- 
ing house, absolutely bereft of cash. 

Mrs. Mary Hughes, who lives in the 
Bronx, is a widow with eight children. 
She had just recovered from a serious 
illness to discover that the bank's falil- 
ure left her penniless.

HERE'S Mrs. Isabel Kimburg of 
Newark, 68 years old, a widow 


and crippled. On April 4 she 
decided to withdraw her balance 
of $976, but one of the Clarke 


brothers advised her not to, as she 
would lose her semi-annual payment 
of interest if she withdrew her 
money before July 1. S80 she de- 
cided to wait eight weeks for the in- 
terest. Two days before the eight 
weeks had passed the bank closed its 
doors, and now Mrs. Kimburg is faced 
with the poorhouse. 

“It’s hard when you're -old to be 
penniless,’ says Miss Agnes Kenny, 
who, with her sister Theresa, lost the 
few thousands they had saved to keep 
them in their old age—an old age that 
is upon both of them already. For 
more than 30 years the two sisters had 
“worked out,” as they expressed it. 
They saved their money by self-de- 
nial. One of the sisters limps as the 
result of a subway accident.

O DINE on _ the 
veranda of the
